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FACULTY LETTERS 


Dear Alumni: 

I hope this, the first issue of the Bulletin since the end of the War, finds you 
all heading back towards your peace-time posts, if you have not already reached 
them. The process of reconversion in schools and colleges is offering a remark¬ 
able opportunity to review their organization and machinery as well as their cur¬ 
riculum and teaching methods. 

The Alumni Association also will find itself facing an excellent opportunity. 
The School is now 27 years’ old and the Association has grown from nothing to 
a very imposing body. It certainly should orient itself towards the possibilities 
of taking over the control of the School in future years. 

At first, of course, when the Alumni were all young graduates, the whole 
purpose of the Association (and rightly) was to continue and renew old friend¬ 
ships and hold the groups together when they scattered to various colleges. The 
Christmas luncheon was established for that purpose. In the next stage, we 
found an ever increasing body of Alumni who were starting businesses for them¬ 
selves and establishing their own homes. This is a harder group with which to 
keep contact, for the tasks of bringing up children and working out one’s career 
absorb about all the available energy. 

Today, and for the last several years, we seem to be coming out of that 
stage and producing a very considerable group of Alumni which could be listed 
as a third group, namely those who have established themselves in the world of 
business and professions and whose children are far enough along to be of school 
age. This group of Alumni have sent representatives to the meetings of the 
Board of Directors, and contributed not a little to the forming of policies and 
the guiding of the welfare of the School. 

In forming an organization of Alumni, the three groups above mentioned, 
namely the recent graduates of the School who are still in college, those who 
are graduates of college and are establishing themselves in their businesses 
and professions and homes, and those who now have children of school age and 
who have passed the preliminary steps of achieving distinction in their careers, 
should all be provided for. 

Obviously, the luncheon in Christmas vacation for the college undergraduates, 
who will be home on their vacation at that time, does not touch the other two 
groups very deeply. Something should be done to work out the keeping of contacts 
and the interest of these older two groups. The Alumni Bulletin, for which the 
Board of Directors of the School has contributed funds very generously, is, 
of course, the greatest help in keeping these contacts. The Mid-Summer cock¬ 
tail party which was held last year to raise funds for scholarships was a great 
success and, in my opinion, should be established as a permanent activity of 
the Association. For the third and older group, since we have at least 15 of 
their children in the School at the present time, the parents at least are eligible 
for election to the Board of Directors. It might be well for the Association to 
consider consulting with the Board of Directors as to the advisability of establish¬ 
ing one or two alumni directors on the Board to sit with full voting powers 
and not as visitors as they now do. The Board, itself, is considering very care¬ 
fully the possibility of revising its by-laws to provide for different types of 
directorships and would welcome suggestions, I am confident. 
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Probably the most delightful experience that the older facu^y have had 
this Fall has been meeting the constant stream of graduates returning from military 
services who come back to the School. It is most delightful indeed to find the 
young men and women who are home on leave turning up at the School, rolling up 
their sleeves and pitching in to help wherever they can. It was fortunate indeed 
for the School, for the Flu epidemic has hit this part of the country and, as a 
result, we have had four or five teachers out. Many of the classes have been 
taught for a considerable period of time by volunteering ex-servicemen. 

I can assure you on behalf of the faculty, the Directors of the School and 
pupils, you will receive a most eager welcome whenever you return and we’ll 
promise not to try to make you speak in Morning Ex. or teach classes unless 
you very much want to. The entire School is tremendously proud of your 
record in the Services, although we will try to avoid embarrassing you by not 
referring to it in public. Do come back whenever you can.

December, 1945 

To all my good friends - “The Alumni of the North Shore Country Day 
School’’ - 1 send heartiest greetings at the holiday season. To so many of you, 

too, 1 can add - “and welcome home again!” For, 
alas, to many of you it is the first Christmas at 
home for several years. We at the school have 
thought about you, talked about you and admired 
your children, in many instances, with the fond 
remark - “Doesn’t he look exactly like his father 
who was graduated five (or six or ten) years 
ago, and is now in the Pacific (or European, or 
Asiatic) area?” And we have grieved in our 
hearts for and with your sweethearts and wives, 
sisters and mothers so bravely bearing up under 
the long separations. We rejoice with you all 
that these terrible and often terrifying experiences 
are all in the past and that you either are reunited 
with your loved ones or soon will be. To the 
many brides among you who suffered so deeply 
the bitter pangs of loneliness over periods of 
years our hearts go out especially. You were a 
brave and gallant group of girls. And we were 
constantly proud of you, as well as of your val¬ 
iant husbands. 

The war years brought changes at the school, too. We lost, for a time, 
some of our finest men. We have had difficulty in filling their places because 
there just are not enough fine teachers to go around. But, those who did join our 
group, mostly young people, have brought much to 11s all and very rapidly have 
become a part of our always unified congenial and cooperative faculty group. 
We are indeed favored by their loyal and affectionate interest. 

There has been almost catastrophic amount of illness 'among the faculty since 
September. As I write, our force is still depleted. But you who have been so 










well trained in “closing up the gap and carrying on’’ know exactly what hap¬ 
pened here. The young must have their education uninterrupted. It is their 
right. It was our duty to see that it was done. It was done! 

In addition to faculty illnesses, never have there been so many absences 
among the students as there were in November and December. Some days a 
hundred and ten, or more, absentees. A hundred absentees became the usual story. 
This has meant an unbelievable amount of work to be made up before the holidays 
by, and with, a faculty which of itself was much weakened physically by the 
same illnesses as the student body. We hope that we have reached the peak and 
that the two weeks between the reopening of school and the “Midyears” can be 
devoted to review and preparation for examinations, which, for the seniors, are 
the most important of all the examinations ever taken by them and second only 
in importance to the College Entrance Examinations which now take place early 
in April, and all on one day. This is quite unlike what “getting into college” 
was for most of you. I assure you, being accepted by the college of your choice 
becomes increasingly harder each year, and particularly so for the girls. We have 
an unusually able Twelfth Grade this year and we hope for happy results for them. 

We never forget any one of you. We always love to see you about. We 
hope for you all success and happiness as you return to the routines of civilian 
life. 

From our entire faculty, warmest affection and salutes to your futures! 

I could wish for none of you any greater good fortune than has been 
mine, in being privileged to work with a group of loyal, inspiring friends, un¬ 
selfish, tolerant, entirely lacking in envy or any petty flaws of character, from 
the head of the school down to the latest assistant anywhere in our group. It has 
been a great happiness to have shared these past years with them. 

An affectionate “hail and farewell” to you all, old friends of from one to 
twenty-six years’ standing.

January, 1946 

Greetings and good cheer to all the Alumni, 
those we have had the pleasure of welcoming home 
and those who are still “sitting it out” in camps and 
foreign lands! During Christmas, our thoughts al¬ 
ways go out to all who have been with us, and par¬ 
ticularly in this first Christmas of peace, one takes 
account of all the happenings in the last eventful 
year. I am sure that for many of you those years 
have not been easy. Wherever you may have been 
and whatever you may have done to help in this 
time of need, we thank you for all your good will 
and your good work. 

We were not lacking in holiday spirit. The chil¬ 
dren of the Lower School surprised 11s by singing 
Christmas carols throughout the buildings. They 
sang with great gusto and seemed to enjoy it tre¬ 
mendously. We introduced the celebration by a 
origin of Christmas, given by the German students. 
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They spoke about the origin of the lights on the Christmas tree which seemed to 
have particular significance this year when, in so many darkened cities of the 
world, the lights were at last shining brightly and unconcealed again. 

We told the story of “Stille Nacht” that was created in the Tyrolean Alps 
on Christmas eve by two simple men, the teacher and priest of a little mountain 
village. This song has been accepted by all the world. It seems that this beauti¬ 
ful and unassuming ‘‘Lied” has been able to create, if only for a short time, the 
spirit of a “free world” that we are striving for. 

Mr. Smith again read Dickens’ “A Christmas Carol” which always creates 
a very definite atmosphere. One sits still and relaxes and the spirit of the story 
slowly gets one under its spell of all the many Scrooges existing in this world. 
I always feel happy that at least one Scrooge is being so thoroughly converted. 
There is probably some hope left. 

Throughout the School everybody does- his part in helping to prepare the 
right setting for Santa Claus. The first three grades made decorations for the 
Christmas trees at Great Lakes, while the third, fourth and fifth grades filled 
gift boxes for the children of less fortunate countries who probably will have 
little of the good things that we enjoy in abundance. Financed by the parents’ 
committees of the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades, the Middle School toy shop 
embarked on sixteen toymaking projects ranging from tray covers for wounded 
sailors to cloth dolls, model boats and painted lead animals for children. After a 
large tov shop dinner on December 15, parents and children completed work on 
the various projects, painting, assembling, etc. As soon as the paint was dry, the 
toys were taken to local charities and the Naval Station. 

The Upper School started a tin can collection for U. N. R. R. A. and made 
checkerboards for the servicemen. The French classes were busy in collecting and 
repairing clothes for the children of Brest. We are planning a wider program of 
help for the children of allied countries. 

I wonder what these children would have thought of our tableaux and songs. 
They were lovely. Planned under Miss Bacon’s artistic guidance, they showed a 
wealth of color, simplicity and tenderness that was very impressive. The Tab¬ 
leaux alternated with Christmas song’s sung by the A Cappella Chorus. 

The Music Department also gave a recital of “Glory to God” by Pergolese. 

Having observed all these preparations, Santa Claus would not keep us wait¬ 
ing much longer, and so he finally arrived in his reindeer sleigh on December 
18th. He caused the usual excitement with the children. One little tot who showed 
a special spirit of investigation, seemed to doubt Santa’s means of transportation. 
“Did you come through the chimney?”, he asked very doubtfully. “I came with 
my reindeer”, answered Santa Claus. The tot gave him a searching look and de¬ 
manded “Name them!” I had similar doubts concerning Santa Claus’ habits 
when I was a child. 

In Austria “Niccolo” comes before Christmas and is accompanied bv a very 
contrasting mate, called “Krampus” who is the boogeyman for all naughty chil¬ 
dren whom he is supposed to put in the big “Butte”, he carries on his back. In 
one of the Christmas Morning Exercises, the German classes enacted a visit of 
“Niccolo” and “Krampus” in a Viennese home, the signette pictured in this letter 
shows two of our promising students as the leading characters. 

Quite in contrast to the buoyant Santa Claus party was the very poetic Christ¬ 
mas play by Mrs. Annis Duff. We were very doubtful if we would succeed in giv- 
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ing the play this year as Miss Radcliffe had left the school to join Mrs. Green s 
staff in Kansas City. Also, a special kind of “Krampus” seemed to terrorize teach¬ 
ers and students alike. It was the grippe that caught up with almost all of 11s and 
there was no end to melodious coughing and sneezing and repeated absences. 

In this emergency a group of alumni proved themselves as real help in dire 
need. John Howard with Roger Fisher assisting, was our stage manager. Bill Gale 
and Bob Wilcox sang in the chorus of “angels’'. 

The play gave the world-old story of the Christ child in its specific significance 
for our time and age. The stable and manger were set in a pine forest and after the 
Shepherd-Scene and the Adoration of the Wise Men, the children, as it were of all 
the world, passed before Mary and ber son to see the new light that they had seen 
kindled. For as the Wise Men say: 

“ . . . .when the world grows old and weary, 

and peace is little found: 

and doubts frustrate the minds 

of those who seek for brotherhood 

among the sons of men: 

They will remember His tender littleness” 

The play was written in very beautiful and rhythmical language and its warm and 
sincere simplicity impressed everyone. 
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On December 29th, I concluded my personal celebrations with an open house 
for my old Alumni. I had planned with the Goodrich twins to contact as many of 
the Alumni as possible. Unfortunately, we couldn’t get hold of all of them, but quite 
a number showed up which made me very happy. I cannot tell you what pleasure 
it gave me to see them. It was to be taken for granted that they would develop and 
mature with their experiences of the last four years, but what struck me most was 
the fact that so many of them showed an open mindedness, objectivity and social 
vision to a much higher degree than I would have thought them capable of when 
we were still working together. Their outlook and attitude encouraged me more 
than I can say because I believe, that today more than ever, the future lies with the 
young generation. 

If you realize the issues which are vital, if you have the strength to keep your 
faith despite all difficulties and disillusionments you will naturally encounter, then 
you will be a link in the long chain of events that, as we fervently hope, shall bring 
us nearer to what we believe to be the right kind of freedom and human under¬ 
standing. I am deeply convinced that one fears only what one does not know. Fear 
develops defensive aggressiveness and finally hate and injustice. “Angst ist Kop- 
flos”, (fear dulls one’s thinking faculty). That is why to see and observe, to know 
and to understand and then to actively participate in what we believe is right and 
good, seems the only sound basis on which we can build in the future. I feel, when 
seeing and taking to the Alumni, that many of them have started on that way and 
are going in the right direction. 

I want you to know that we all are with you with our affection and good 
wishes. We, the older generation and you, the young, will face many problems and 
will have to fight many more battles: we shall try to go ahead side by side. 

Remember that we always shall be here for you and enjoy nothing more than 
to keep in touch with your life and your work. The whole faculty of “Country 
Day” greets you affectionately and sends best wishes for this and all the coming 
year.

Dear Friends: 

I am very glad to have this chance to send my greetings to all North Shore- 
ites and to wish you a grand 1946. Things go on much as ever in the Math¬ 
ematics Department at North Shore. With a larger school, we have a few more 
math classes to take care of, but a wonderful corps of expert colleagues makes the 
task an enjoyable one. Mrs. Harridge, an Evanston and Northwestern product 
whose husband has been with the Army in Germany, is with us a second year. 
Mr. Talley came to us three years ago from New York State bv the way of 
Harvard and Rhode Island. In the Middle School, Miss Ingram, a Winnetka 
girl of amateur golf fame, has been building a good foundation for Upper 
School math for several years. This year, she was joined by Mr. Browne of St. 
Louis Country Day and Harvard. During the War the organization of our 
courses has tended to become the more traditional first-year-algebra-second-year- 
geometry set-up, but we have tried to keep the spirit of unified mathematics in 
developing the material and a functional approach in our teaching. 
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I am assuming that some one else will be telling 
you all the general news and current activities about 
the school. Most of you would he surprised to see 
the two tow-headed boys, (who answer to the name 
of Taylor), one in the 5th grade and one in the 3rd, 
waiting around the gym of an afternoon until I can 
take them home. Our Margie is a Senior this year at 
Westtown School near Philadelphia. We decided 
that she ought to get out from under her daddy’s 
shadow these last two years of school. Mrs. Taylor 
spends most of her time keeping our house together 
out in Glen Oak Acres, four miles west of Kenil¬ 
worth where we built six years ago. 

Since the last Alumni Bulletin was issued, the 
War has ended for most of you. It has been wonder¬ 
ful to see so many of you returning from your 
service at home and abroad. May .you soon find 
happy, useful places in constructive civilian life 
again. And may we find our places in helping this 
old world find peace. There we all have a job to 
do. As one of my friends said in a Christmas 
letter which he circulated: “These next few years will determine finally whether 
this is to be the beginning of a new age or merely the highwater mark of another 
civilization which could not match man’s conscience with his genius.”

Dear Alumni: 

Returning travellers who attended the Vaudeville last November noticed 
a marked improvement over the performances of the late thirties. This improve¬ 
ment is the result of steady effort over the past few years. No more are we 
treated to haphazard skits, hurriedly thrown together and presented indifferently 
under cold white lights, without make-up, in crumpled and bedraggled costumes— 
suffering all the more by contrast with one or two finished performances. 

The organization follows much the same general pattern as the opera, with 
a make-up crew of students, parents and faculty, a student costume committee, 
and carefully rehearsed light and curtain cues. It has become an established 
custom to open the show with a “production number” including a chorus of a 
hundred or so, and to end with a Grand Finale including practicallv everyone 
in the show. This season’s production had the added asset of continuity — a 
melodramatic plot, devised and written by Joan Fitzgerald and George Bunge, the 
two Seniors in charge. The plot centered around Janey, the small town girl who 
went to the big city to become an actress, and who now returns as a member of 
R. T. Snickersneer’s vaudeville troupe. The scenic department designed a set 
showing the theatre marquee and box-office; the scenes which were part of the 
plot were played in front of this, while the vaudeville acts were designated by 
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large placards. The plot was designed to include several Gay Nineties songs— 
“Father, dear Father, Come Home with Me Now” and the like—and also that 
dramatic and musical masterpiece by Jameson and Duff, “The Safecrakers.” 
Jamo, in person, appeared in his original role of the Watchman, thereby celebrat¬ 
ing his return to civilian life and at the same time helping us out of a difficulty 
caused by the illness of one of the Seniors. 

The labelling of acts as being given by such-and-such a class has been 
abandoned, partly because so many acts involve both boys and girls of different 
grades. The acts in this production included a magician who got through one 
trick and part of another before being swamped by an Olsen and Johnson bedlam 
of scrub-women, stage-hands, electricians and little men in white coats; a song 
and dance number entitled “Up in Lincoln Parka solo and chorus rendering 
of “A Thousand Times No” (with acting, yet); a Can-Can (very chaste!) 
featuring Janey; and a dead pan rendering of “Little Nell.” The A Cappella 
Singers maintained their customary high standard with three songs from The 
Kentucky Mountains. 



Due to careful planning, and to the notable efficiency of the stage crew in 
raising and lowering the theatre front and making other scenic changes, there 
were no ghastly waits between acts. Many of the numbers were extremely at¬ 
tractive both to eye and ear; the audience laughed at nearly all the jokes, and 
there was just the right modicum of corn. The accolade was bestowed by several 
hardened parents who were heard to say that they’d had their dollar’s worth. 

On December fourth about thirty of us went “on the road”—as far as Fort 
Sheridan Hospital, where we gave an hour-long show, presenting as many acts 
as we could in a room with no stage, no curtain and no stage lighting. This 
performance was also a great success, and the Juniors, fired with enthusiasm and 
class pride, began immediately to plan for next years’ production, at which I 
hope you will be present. Ramsay Duff

Terminal leave is, 1 find, a very pleasant 
state of suspended animation, and I heartily 
recommend it to those of you who haven’t yet 
been lucky enough to return to this quasi¬ 
civilian status. From having been busy in the 
furious concern with what now seem very un¬ 
important details, I am enjoying complete 
unconcern; but the feeling that one’s time is 
one’s own and that one’s own affairs come 
first is very strange still. It is all very different 
from my days in Trindad. The hectic combin¬ 
ation there of too many duties is a great con¬ 
trast to this complete freedom. When there 
was a temporary lull in the Operations office 
and the line of people waiting to see me had 
dwindled away, there always was something I should be doing - or usually, 
should have done - as Special Assistant to the Commodore, or dictating or delving 
into past records as Sector Historian, or ironing out some troublesome incon¬ 
sistency in our arrangements with the Army or the British as War Plans Officer. 
Often, however, the routines were swept aside in order to deal with some 
emergency as Air Sea Rescue Officer, and these crises regularly fell on the busiest 
days or in the middle of the night. So with the treadmill habits formed by 
nearly two years of this sort of frenzy, I find the lull of terminal leave very 
enjovable. I arrived in New York on November first with orders for a month’s 
leave and then duty at Corpus Christi and also with points enough to be separ¬ 
ated. I managed to get in the month’s leave and have my orders changed to 
Great Lakes for separation just in the proper time, and went on inactive duty 
December sixth. My terminal leave stretches ahead a very comfortable distance 
to mid-February. During this time I shall try to decide what I am going to do 
from the Navy on. I don’t feel now that I have the patience to return to teach¬ 
ing, but the jobs that are available will decide probably for me what I must do. 

It was wonderful to be back in Winnetka and see so many old friends. I 
hope our individual ‘shakedown cruises' ir.to the unfamiliar waters of civilian 
life will be lucky and successful.

(The following report of the Athletic Committee of the Parents' Assoication is 
re-printed from the last number of “Notes,” the monthly bulletin of the Parents' 
Association. We believe the activities of this Committee may be of interest to 
Alumni, too.) 

The Athletic Committee of the Parents’ Assoication was formed eighteen 
months ago. Previous to this the school had never had an Athletic Committee. 

The reason the Committee was formed was two-fold. First, it was felt that 
fathers of the parent body should be given an opportunity to become more closely 
allied with the children’s school activities, and the Physical Education program 
seemed to offer this opportunity. Second, because a closer alliance between the 
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parents, faculty and children by means of committees had invariably resulted in 
benefits to all three, it was believed that the same system would work in the depart¬ 
ment of Physical Education. 

The Committee was originally composed of 7 dads of the parent body, and 
while the personnel has changed in eighteen months, the number has remained 
constant. It has now been enlarged, however, to include three more fathers. 

The Committee felt that its work should encompass three broad projects. 

The first project was aimed at securing the interest of fathers and men grad¬ 
uates. In order to accomplish this end the Committee has organized two smokers 
for dads and guests. The first was held in May of 1944. The Physical Education 
program was explained by the Headmaster, the Physical Education Director, and 
Coaches. 'Since it was a Spring event, the featured athletic subject was baseball. 
Sixty-eight fathers of the parent body attended, and 9 guests. The second of 
these events was held in February of 1945. The Physical Education program was 
again explained, especially for the benefit of the new dads. The principal athletic 
theme of the evening was basketball. A total of 125 men attended this smoker, of 
which 112 were fathers with children in the school, and 13 were guests. 



Coincidentally with the stimulation of interest among fathers in the school 
the Committee undertook to re-invigorate the interest of the men graduates. The 
Committee organized a ball game between alumni and boys of the high school 
grades who were not on the varsity baseball team. Thirty-five alumni turned out 
to play 9 positions. 

The second broad project which the Committee undertook was aimed at im¬ 
proving the gymnasium and athletic field equipment. The office of the Director 
of Physical Education was remodeled and refurnished for the sake of achieving 
improved efficiency. Two tackling dummies were installed on the athletic field. 
Three horizontal chinning bars of graduated heights were erected near the 
tackling dummy structure. To facilitate the program of the body-building class, 
there was installed on the balcony of the boys’ gymnasium, to stall bars and 
benches, 8 sets of chest pulley weights, 1 frictional nautical wheel, i adjustable 
punching bag, and 1 training body punching bag. In addition, all gymnasium 
mats used by both boys’ and girls’ classes are being renovated and covered with 
new canvas. In support of basketball the Committee has ordered (and is expect¬ 
ing delivery soon) a new electric score board and time clock, which will aid. 
greatly in the proper scoring and timing of basketball games, and will add im- 
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measurably to the enjoyment of the game by officials, coaches, the players and 
spectators. 

The third broad project of the Committee was to undertake a long term im¬ 
provement program in athletic uniforms and personal equipment of players. 
The Committee felt strongly that there was great need of improvement in this 
direction. Aside from the fact that our varsity football players had the same 
colored helmets and jerseys, players appeared on the athletic field with little 
uniformity in equipment. Futhermore, protective equipment of players, especially 
in football, was not up to the standard which safety demanded. Consequently 
the Committee outlined a long pull program whereby the practice of “provide 
your own” equipment’ would be abandoned ultimately, and the school would 
eventually take over the purchase, ownership and issuance of all athletic equipment 
for boys and girls, on an annual athletic fee basis. The Committee feels that such a 
plan will not only improve the appearance of the school’s athletic teams, but will 
provide the maximum in safety and sanitation, and the entire program can be 
accomplished with a decided economy to parents. 

While only a small distance has been covered on the route that will lead to 
better gymnasium and athletic field equipment and better uniforms, your Com¬ 
mittee is happy to report that the school has purchased and now owns and issues 
for game appearances, 25 basketball and 20 baseball uniforms. 



In order that the entire parent body might be informed regularly of athletic 
events, and for the sake of giving North Shore Country Day School teams the 
kind of recognition that was their due, the Committee undertook a fourth project 
labeled public relations. 

This fourth project includes the printing of schedules covering football, basket¬ 
ball and baseball games. The schedule cards are mailed to every family in the 
School just before the first scheduled game in each sport. Posters are also litho¬ 
graphed in full color and made available to the student body, and placed on the 
various bulletin boards at school. Football and basketball programs are provided 
for each home game. These programs list the names and numl>ers of all members 
of the home and visiting squads, and result in easier identification of players by 
spectators, and an improved esprit de corps among the players. Complete colored 
movies of our Football games have been added for educational and instructive 
purposes. 





The Committee feels that there is need for, and ample opportunity of, contin¬ 
ued cooperation with the Physical Education staff and the boys and girls of the 
school. It has made no formal plan for the future, but included in its aims is a 
broadening and accelerated development of the entire Physical Education program. 
Just as a class in boxing has resulted from the installation of better body-building 
equipment, so the Committee hopes that in the future the expansion of the school’s 
Physical Education facilities will develop tennis and golf teams, wrestling, and 
other opportunities for group and individual play. 



Long term plans could well include an improved and enlarged gymnasium for 
both boys and girls, more modern locker rooms, adequate facilities for boxing 
and wrestling, a corrective exercise room, a first aid and physical therapy in¬ 
stallation, equipment storage facilities, and other improvements. ()n-campus 
athletic facilities could well include tennis courts and an ice hockey rink. 

It is apparent to the members of the Committee that athletic teams are not 
made in high school, but rather in the lower schools. Physical Education must, 
therefore, commence in the lower and middle schools. The Committee confirms 
this long-standing principle. The Committee has had the viewpoint that the school 
is not interested in developing “Iron Men,” but rather it is interested in preparing 
young men and women to meet with courage the problems they must solve in 
the future. In order that this may be accomplished, a sound and aggressive 
Physical Education program is essential from the time a youngster enters school 
until he graduates. Such a program must be planned with care and can be under¬ 
taken only with the active help of the entire parent body. 

Some important beginnings'have been made. Greater things should come.

Dear Editor: 

Fort Logan, like Fort Sheridan, is one of these ancient relics that go on 
existing year after year, and become a bee-hive of activity whenever the country 
goes to war. From the information I have been able to gather, the Fort was built 
shortly after the Civil War, and had quite a lot to do with the local Indian feuds. 
Today Logan is chiefly a separation center though it still welcomes with open arms 
the green 18-year olds, ex 4-F-ers and others who, willingly or not so willingly, 
are about to serve their country. My job here at present is that of chief clerk 
in the Registrar’s office of the Station Hospital. The work involves such clerical 
items as clinical, medical charts, C.D.D.’s, medical transfers, weekly and monthly 
health statistic reports, and more of the same. 1 find the work interesting but 
scarce, as at present we have many more civil service workers than we need in 
order to do the job well. 

During my four month stay here, I have been very fortunate in being able 
to sing with the Denver University Chorus, The Lamart Singers. The group 
consists of about 100 intelligent, extremely musical men and women ranging in 
age from 17 to 70, plus our decidedly talented warmhearted conductor, Florence 
Lamart Hinman. In early December we performed the Bach "Christmas 
Oratorio,” and are now working on Karl MacDonald’s "The Tragic Cycle,” 
and also on the magnificent Bach "B Minor Mass.” Needless to say, it is wonder¬ 
ful fun. 

As far as towns go, Denver in my estimation seems to be practically tops. 
All it needs is Winnetka and Lake Michigan and it would be perfect. The people 
here are extremely genuine in their interest in G.I.’s and go way out of their 
way to make us feel at home. I have never found so much gracious hospitality 
as I have here. One reason Denver appeals to me so much is because it is so 
young and unsophisticated. It has great opportunities to grow materially and 
culturally, and is already making the most of them. Saul Caston, assistant con¬ 
ductor of the Philadelphia orchestra arrived here this fall to create a competent, 
sensitive, brilliant orchestra and has succeeded extraordinarily well. 

Colorado also has many points in its favor when it comes to scenery and 
the weather. The skiing up at Steamboat Springs is said to be ideal and with this 
dry, clear, sunny weather, I can well understand it. So far I haven’t been up 
there skiing and have been content to skate on the ponds around Denver, but you 
never know!
